for De ceteris non loguor, I will not give any judgment of

moſt eminent writers of antiquity : Dafpedius, a learned 
Dane, in Aphoriſm 58, ſaith, Ex Eclipfibus magni effetus 
proveniunt, i. e. From the influences of Eclipſes proceed 
great and wonderful effects. Cardan ſays, Sect. 5, Aphor. 
45, Eclipſes luminarium ſuper civitates, provincias, & regna 
magis quam ſuper private conditiones hominis, aut ſuper re- 
ges, reſpiciunt enim multitudinem. Or, to give my plain 
Englith reader the fair ſenſe of it, take it thus: Eclipſes 
operate more forcibly upon cnies, provinces and kingdoms, 
than on particular perſons of private condition, or even 
upon princes, kings, &c. for their effects rather reſpect 
the multitude. But we will dwell no longer upon this, 
but proceed to the Moon's Eclipſe in April. The Moon 
you will then find is entered upon Scorpio, which is of the 
watry triplicity, andit is the judgment of the moſt learned 
and experienced authors that an Eclipſe either of the Sun 
or Moon in a watery Ggn i. e. any of the watery triplicity 
7, m, or X, doth uſually preſage a rot, death, deſtruc- 
tion, or conſumption of the common ſort of people, vari- 
ous groundleſs fears, rumours, falſe intelligence, frequent 


riſings, ſullen murmurs, &c. &c. Deſtruction of many 


who are converſant or live by water, whether men or fiſhes. 
Sudden and unexpected deluges or inundations may over- 
flow the banks in many places, great prejudice may from 
hence accrue to thoſe who live upon the ſea coaſt ; but ſet 
thy heart at reſt brother Briton, for theſe calamities fall 
not upon us. The next affects us in this manner, it be- 
ſpeaks no good to child-bearing women; for this | am 
particularly ſorry, and although my predictions are from 
the authority of the ancients, I heartily wiſh they may 
prove falſe,

To theſe I dedicate this and the following page; and my 
deſign here is to ſhew from ancient hiſtory, how dangerous 
It is to let enthuſiaſm get the upper hand of ſound reaſon, 
and miſtake the rovings of a wild fancy for the innate dic- 
tates of the divine Spiric of truth, One error introduces 
another, till at laſt the benighted wanderers are brought 
into ſuch a ſtate, as when they followed the dictates of 
ſound reaſon they would have ſhuddered with diſdain at 


the very idea. A glaring inſtance of this we have in the 
following hiſtory, | | 


Azrovur the middle of the ſecond century there ſprang 
up a ſect of heretics named Adamites, their founder was 
one Prodicius, a diſciple of Capocrates. This ſect aſfumed 
the title of Adamites, from imitating Adam's nakedneſs be- 
fore the fall. They vainly imagined themſelves to be as 
innocent as Adam was before his tranſgreſſion, and there- 
fore in all their public aſſemblies they met together ſtark 
naked, aſſerting confidently, that our Lord and Saviour 
Jesus CarisT (bleſſed for ever) had reſtored them to a 
ſtate of innocence, and that marriages were in all reſpects 
unneceſſary, When any among them were guilty of crimes 
Hartful to their community, they called him the fallen 
Adam, and excluded him from their ſociety, which they 
termed driving him out of Paradiſe. St. Epiphanius cha- 
racteriſes them thus: They met together, ſays he, to ſatiate 
their moſt bealtly loſts; and Clemens Alexandrinus tells us, 
that when the candles were put out they fell to the moſt 
promiſcuous copulation. They renounced all humanity ; 
they ſed together like beaſts; but, with ſome ſeemingly 
remaining ſparks of ſhame, they fled to hide themſelves 
when they ſaw a human being approach who, clad in the 
habit of his country, appeared not to be of their own ſect. 

Some of theſe indeed returned again into ſociety, when 
they could no longer live without a connection with it; yet 
even theſe put on the habits of mad men to ſhew their 
contempt of glory, and make the vulgar believe that they 
were ſomewhat more than human, They eat in public 
houſes, went into the public baths, and mixed . 

| | oully 
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coouſly with all companies. They were however guilty of 
thoſe beaſtly and unnatural crimes which are more proper 
for fancy to conceive than decency to relate. 

Theſe heretics becoming obnoxious to the civil power, 
as their horrid abominations could not, like Chriſtian vir- 
tue, ſupport them in the day of trial, were ſoon in the 
hour ot perſecution brou / on back from being a ſcandal to 
Chriſlianity, to be profeſſors of Paganiſm, 

A kereſy ſo flagrant, ſo repugnant to decency, huma- 
nity, all the rules of civil ſociety, once baniſhed as a ſcan- 
dal even to the heathen world, one would imagine was 
obliterated for ever. Yet ſuch are the chances and changes 
of this tranſitory life, that we find in the 15th century, 
which was about thirteen hundred years after, this ſelf 
ſame hereſy was revived by one Picard, a native of Flan- 
dcrs, who retired with his followers to the mountains' of 
Bohemia. They were however at laſt ſeized at Amfterdam, 
after which we hear no more of them, and it is to be hoped 
polterity never will. Peſts to ſociety, and a ſcandal to all 
religions in the world, led on by a mad enthuſiaſt, who 
either not knowing, or wildly forſaking, the ſound princi- 
ples of moral and Chriſtian profeſſors, led away a deluded 
multitude not only to their worldly detriment, but alſo to 
that of their immortal ſouls. Warned by the woeful hiſ- 
tory of theſe unhappy enthuſiaſts, let us ever be upon our 
guard, and where a perſon of this deſcription goes about 
making proſelytes wherever he can, let us look upon him 
as cither a rogue, a fool, or a madman.

EFORE we enter upon our judgments on the Four 

Quarters, it will not be amiſs to beſtow a few lines 
upon the long revered art JupielalL ASTROLOGY, and 
that divine ſcience AsTRONOMY, on which it is built, Ie 
is allowed by all, that at the creation of this world the Sun 
and Moon (thoſe two glorious luminaries in reſpe& to us) 
by the K ord of the Eternal and Almighty Fiat, roſe to ex- 
iſtence for the uſe and ſervice of the inhabitants of this ter- 
reſtial globe, to refreſh it with light and heat, thoſe two 
great requiſites for the life, and I may ſay, exiſtence of all 
beings whatſoever. Furthermore, they were ordained to 
diſtinguich the times and ſeaſons, by years, months, days 
and hours, with all thoſe other neceſſary ſabdiviſions, by 


which 
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which we meaſure the courſes of the Planets in their ſe- 
veral orbits. 
What ſhare of intuitive knowledge in this celeſtial ſci- 
ence tne Great Fabricator of the univerſe inſtilled into the 
firit father of the human race, we cannot with any preciſion 
determine; but we have great reaſon to think that he who 
was endowed from on high in ſo great a meaſure that he 
gave names to all things ſuitable to their nature, quality, 
and condition, couid not be left deficient in this, More- 
over Agriculture, the firſt uſeful art in thoſe earlieſt apes, 
had been practiſed in vain, without knowing that there is 
a time to ſow and a time to reap, as the Wiſe Man expreſſes 
it, except they likewiſe knew when: that is, in other 
words, except they know the Times and the Seaſons. This 
noble ſcience then in reſpect to antiquity ſtands confeſſed 
to be as old as the creation. But although Aſtronomy is a 
ſcience ſo ancient, and has been practiſed in all ages of the 
world by the moſt worthy men, and the moſt learned, as we 
have inſtances in Eudtemon, Tymochares, Eratoſthenes, Hip- 
parebus, fc. Sc. before Chriſt; and not long after in 
Ptolemeus, Mene:aus, Agrippa, &c. And ſome ages after 
followed Albategnius, Arzael, Almeon, Prophatius, and af- 
ter them Purbachius, Regiomontanus, Bernard Waltherus, 
the great CorzRnicus, Prince Mill. Landtgravius Haſſiæ, 
the noble Tycho Brahe, Galileus, Longomontanus, Kepler, 
Lanſlergius, Gaſſendus, Bullialdus, c. all of whom, by 
their admirable induſtry, and ſubtle inventions, have de- 
ſerved the utmoſt praiſe and commendation of the preſent 
age; the ſkill of whoſe late and preſent profeſſors in this 
divine ſcience it is not for my pen to do juſtice to. Upon 
this ſcience, as upon a firm foundation, ſtands the long ad- 
mired art of Judicial Aſtrology ; an art which has employ- 
ed the pens and wits of the moſt learned in all ages; and 
notwithſtanding the general diſregard of the preſent one, 
will, 1 doubt not, maintain its ground in ſpite of all the 
ridicule of a ſcoffing age, till the Erratics ſhall ceaſe to 
wander, and the ſtars ſhall loſe their light, That it has 
its enemies and vilifiers is no proof at all of its falſity ; 
ſeeing there is no truth but has been controverted The 
doctiine of the Antipodes, and the ſpherical form of the 
Globe we inhabit, have been diſputed by many, and deem- 
ed a mere fable. Tuus La#antius held that the Earth was 
a plane, and not a round budy, nor would he ever * 
that 
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that there were any Antipodes, or people who live feet 
againſt feet, St, Auſtin likewiſe denied Antipodes, altho' 
he conceived the Earth to be ſpherical. Hiſtory furniſhes 
us with a multitude of proofs of learned men and preat 
ſcholars in their day, who have heretofore ſtiffly oppoſed 
other truths, which now ſhine forth demonſtrably apparent 
to all. If then Aſtrology has its enemies, who out of ig- 
norance have bitterly inveighed againſt the art, it is not to 
be wondered, If it has been degraded by the falſe pre- 
ditions of ignorant and pretended profeſſors, neither the 
art nor the honeſt and learned profe ſſor ought to ſuffer for 
that ; as well might a fick man refuſe the aid of a regular 
phyſician, becauſe a neighbour of his was killed by a 
quack.

T 59 min. paſt 7 in the morning, on Monday the 
A 2 1ſt day of December, A. D. 1789, this Quarter 
commenced, the Sun then apparently touching upon the 
firſt ſcruple of Capricorn, a ſign, though celeſtial, of the 
earthy triplicity, cold and dry, melancholy, domeſtic, 
beaſtial, moveable, noQurnal, meridional; while the Earth 
actually enters upon the firſt ſcruple of Cancer, which is 
ſelf evident to all who are acquainted with the Copernican 
ſyſtem. Although this Quarter 1s uſhered in with amiable 
aſpeQs, yet let not the world expect too much; a counter- 
balance enſues, and their is as much reaſon for fear as 
hope. True it is, the world is big enough, there is room 
at preſent more than ſufficient for all honeſt people; but 
then what muſt become of the rogues? I doubt Botany 
Bay will not hold them. However, give me leave to ſay, 
that in the article of health the ſeaſon is not at all pro- 
miſing. Young may die; but old muſt. As to public 
affairs, expect nothing but cabinet councils at this ſeaſon.
